Tax aunouncement that H. M, 8. Vigilant, 
which bas been laid up in our harbour for 
some time, in now under orders to proceed 
with Admiral Coote to Chefoo, has élicited 
much indignation and surprise, ‘The vessel 
—a typloal spectmen of Mr Reed’s improve- 
mente—is a weak ship; she has but one 
wheel available, as hor shaft is broken on 
one side, and as at all times the vessel has 
indifferent sea golng qualities she must, 
now that she is partially disabled, bo unfit 
to meet the rough seas and winda of 
northern Chinese watera in the typhoon 
season, We hope Admiral Coote wil, for 
sake of homanity, reconsider his decision, 
The Vigilant is not fit to cope with bad 
woather, and if ao disaster ocours a moat 
serious responsibility will rest upon the 
Admiral. With the Atalanta disaster fresh 
in memoty i¢ behoves the public to keep an 
unusually watchfol eye upon the move- 
menis and condition of the vessels com- 
posing H, B, M. fleet. No merchant

questions: — 

‘Jet—-Has a seller the right to de- 

mand the re-weighing of o tea, at the 
weighing of which his representative bas 
been present and the weighta accepted 
by him? 
“Qnd.—If this be so, has a buyer & 
right to demand re-weighing, on dis- 
covering that his weight ia considerably 
above that of the pass ? 

“8rd.—Has the Guild a right to in- 
terfera and sustain the seller in a positive 
refasal to submit a dispute to arbitra- 
tion?” 

By the same circular a meeting was 
convened at Kung-tao hong (Messrs 
Blain & Co.), and all Chuaszes wore 
particularly requested to attond and 

ive their opinion. 

On the mornin 
circular was ‘ued 
Co., giving the following facts 
should be own” :— 

“That tho Chop about which the dis- 
pute arises was bou nt by Messrs Major 
and Co. and weighed by us,at the time 
we weighed two other parcels, and that 
the weights in each case were accepted 
by the representative of the Tea Hong. 
The present is the only instance of any 
dispute in weight out of a large number 
of Teas weighed by us for Messra Major 
and Co. 

“That the difference between our 
weight and the ‘ pass’ is 3} per cent in 
our favour. 

 Thot in another Chop weighed a few 
days previously, our weight was 2 per 
cent over the pass, bu: it never occurred 
to us to demand re-weights. 

“That Mr Hai Chun was sent to 
examino the weighta on behalf of the 
Teamen, and expressed himself perfectly 
satisfied with our weights. 

“That at our request, Messrs Major 
and Co. proposed to arbitrate the matter, 
with Mr Harting as arbitrator, and that 
Mr Tong Hing of the ‘ Yik Keo’ Hong 
admitted that it would be a most reason- 
able way of settling the dispute. 

“That the Guild would not allow 
arbitration, and that 

“The same Corporation have tabooed 
our Hong, appear for endeavouring 
to mediate between the buyer an 
seller.” 

The meeting was accordingly held, 
onthe afternoon of the 23rd, when the 
following gentlemen were present : 
Mesers Biota, Findlay, Welch, Major, 
Rawson, Arbuthnot, King, Samson, 
Sentence, Amoore and Macomber. Mr 
Welch took the chair. Mr Major said 
he had called a meeting because he had 
a dispute with the Yik-kee hong. 
After a chop of Tea had been weighed 
and tho megne secret by the pollens 
representative he come back again an 
mated it reweighed. He Labs 
the system of woighing in vogue at 
Shanghai, which was to weigh about 63 
chests out of chop, and take the 
average. They placed great reliance on 
the Teamen, took their chance of all 
faults and never claimed on them. The 
Chinamen know the weight of the Tea 
Deforeband, the buyers do not know it; 
if therefore the Chinese were to have 
the right to rewel; h the ‘Tea when the 
buyer had selecte cheats lighter than 
the average, and the buyer was not to 
have the right to reweigh the Tea when 
he selected ‘chests above the average, 
the seller would have an unfair od- 
vantage, This waa not his own port; 
that was Honkow, where he bought 
from 40 to 60,000 chests in the senson, 
and they could not weigh every chest, 
Messra Blain & Co. were his agents, 
and of course he followed the custom 
here, and proposed to refer the matter 
to arbitration, the Teamen wos willin, 
todo so, when the Tea Guild interfere 
and said the ‘Tea must be either taken 
back or reweighed. Messrs Blain and 
Co. were “tabooed.” ‘The Chinaman 
wos ftea to choose whom be liked as 
arbitrator. He had been unable to ship 
his tea by the French mail in which he 
bad engaged freight, and he had settled 
his exchange. Mr ‘Findlay read out a 
number of weights of tea as compared 
with the Custom’s weights, showing 6 
variation one way or the other of two or 
three per cont, ‘which had never been 
disputed. Mr Welch said the custom 
was that when the weights had been oc- 

ted, 24 hours was given on either 
side to reweigh them; others said they 
had frequontly re-weighed teas to oblige 
the Chinamen. Mr King remarked that

«That it is the opinion of the meoting that no 
interference on the part of the Gnild shonld be 
tolerated.” ; 

The sense of the meeting was then 
taken as regards the “taboo” upon 
Messrs Blain & Co.; those gentlemen 
simply proposed to arbitrate in the 
matter, and now their business was 
stopped. A long conversation then took 
place respecting the propriety of asking 
the Chamber of: Commerce to take the 
matter of the taboo up. ft was eventu- 
ally decided to forward the minutes of 
the meeting to the Committee.

A TYPHOON OFF JAPAN. 

The American barkentine Laura 2. 
Burnham, Captain Kolly, bound from 
Shanghai to New York with oa fall 
cargo of tea, put into Nagasaki in 
distress on Tuesday last, having ex- 
perianced the full force ‘of the typhoon 
which passed along the coast on the 
4th and following days. 

Below will be found a copy of her 
Log, together with a brief report from 
the Mary Whitridge and Ching Tah, 
which veasola wero also on the passage 
here, but were more fortunate, sustain- 
ing no damage. 

‘Extract from the Log of the Ame- 
rican Barkontine Laura R. Burnham, 
Kelly, Master, Shanghai to New York: 

Aug. 3rd, 1 em. passed No. 2 buoy, 
Tug loft ns; 3 p.m. Tungeha light abeam ; 
4 p.m, discharged pilot. Wind N.E, 
bar, 29.60, baffling winds, vecring aeveral 
points, with beayy sea from N.E. 4th, 
9am.

Concluded that a typhoon wi coming 
up from the southward and was passing 
to the eastward of us, consequently, 
although against the established rale, we 
hove te on the starboard tack, and atood 
to the weatward, Had very herd equslle 
for a couple of hours, when tho bar. 
commenced to riso gradually, and the 
wind moderated, still veering to the 
westward. Experienced a strong current 
to the northward. Had light winds and 
calma for four days, and arrived safely 
at Nagasaki on tho llth. —Rising Sun.
